and odor. To test it thoroughly, place n 
half a pint in n clear bottle, .; with a fow 


. grains oflump sugar, nud expose it, stop- 
pored, to sunlight, in n window. If, ovon 
after on exposnro of eight or ton days, the 
water becomes tni-bid, bo sure that the 
water has boon contaminated by sewage of 
some kind. If it remains perfectly clear; 
it is pure nud safe.
